Y Father had a ſmall Eſtate in Not- 
tinghamſhire; I was the third of 
five ſons, He ſent me to Emanuel college 
in Cambridge at fourteen years old, where 
I reſided three years, and applied myſelf 
cloſe to my ſtudies; but the charge of 
maintaining me, although I had a very 
ſcanty allowance, being too great for a 
narrow fortune, I was bound apprentice 
to Mr. James Bates, an eminent ſurgeon - 
1} 
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in London, with whom I continued four 
years; and my father now and then ſend- 
ing me ſmall ſums of money, laid them 
out in learning navigation, and other parts 
of the mathematics, uſeful to thoſe who 
intend to travel, as I always believed it 
would be ſome time or other my fortune 
to do, When I left Mr. Bates, I went down 
to my father; where, by the aſſiſtance of 
him and my uncle John, -and ſome other 
relations, I got forty pounds, and a pro- 
miſe of thirty pounds a year to maintain 
me at Leyden; there I ſtudied phyſic two 
years and ſeven months „knowing it would 

be uſeful in long voyages. 


Soon after my return from Leyden, I 
vas recommended by my good maſter Mr. 
Bates, to be ſurgeon to the Swallow, Capt. 
Abraham Pannell, Commander; with whom 
I continued three years and a half, mak- 
ing a voyage or two into the Levant, and 
ſome other parts. When I came back, I 
reſolved to ſettle in London; to which Mr. 
Bates, my. maſter, encouraged me, and by 
him I was recommended to ſeveral pati- 
ents, I took part of a {mall houſe in the 
Old-Jury; and being adviſed to alter my 
condition, I married Mrs. Mary Burton, 

ſecond 
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ſecond daughter to Mr. Edmund Burton, 
hofier in Newgate-ftreet, with whom I re- 
ceived four hundred pounds for a portion. 


But, my good maſter Bates dying in two 


years after, and I having few friends, my 


bufinefs began to fail; for my conſcience 


would not ſuffer me to imitate the bad 


prackice of too many among my brethren. 
Having therefore conſulted with my wife, 


and fome of my acquaintance, I determi- 


ned to go again to fea. I was furgeon fuc- 
ceſſively in two fhips, and made ſeveral 
voyages for ſix years to the Eaſt and Weſt 
Indies, by which I got ſome addition to 
my fortune My hours of leiſure I ſpent 
in reading the beſt authors, antient and 
modern, being always provided with a 
good number of books; and when T was 
aſhore, in obſerving the manners and dif- 
poſitions of the people, as well as learn- 
ing their language, wherein I had a great 

facility by the ſtrength of my memory. - 


The laſt of theſe. voyages not proving 
very fortunate, I grew weary of the fea, 


and intended to ſtay at home with my wife 


and family. I removed from the Old- Jury 
to Fetter-lane, and from 'thence to Wap- : 


ping, 
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ping, hoping to get buſineſs among the 
ſailors; but it would not turn to account. 
After three years expectation that things 
would mend, I accepted an advantageous 
offer from Capt. William Prichard, maſter 


of the Antelope, who was making a voy- 


age to the South Sea. We ſet ſail from 
Briſtol, May 4, 1699, and our voyage at 
firſt was very proſperous, 


It would not be proper for ſome reaſons 
to trouble the reader with the particulars 


of our adventures in thoſe ſeas. Let it 


ſuffice to inform him, that, in our paſſage 
from thence to the Eaſt Indies, we were 


- 


driven by a violent ſtorm to the North- | 


Weſt of Van Diemen's land. By an obſer- 
vation we. found ourſelves in the latitude 
of zo degrees 2 minutes ſouth, Twelve of 
our crew were dead by immoderate labour 
and ill food; the reſt were in a very weak 


condition. On the 5th of November, which 


was the beginning of ſummer in thoſe 
parts, the weather being very hazy, the 
ſeamen {ſpied a rock within half a cable's 
length of the ſhip; but the wind was ſo 
ſtrong, that we were driven directly upon 
it, and immediately ſplit. Six of the crew, 
of whom I was one, having let down the

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boat into the ſea, made a ſhift to get clear 
of: the ſhip and rock, We rowed by my 
_ compuration abòut three leagues, till we 
were able to work no longer, being alrea- 
4p ſpent with labour while we were in the 
3 3 ſhip: We therefore truſted ourſelves to 
2 the mercy of the waves, and in about 
half an hour the boat was overſet by a 
ſudden flurry from the north, What be- 
came of my companions in the boat, as 
well as of thoſe who eſcaped on the rock, 
or were left in the veſſel, I cannot tell;

| often let my legs drop, and could feel no

* was ſo ſmall, that I walked near a mile 
1 before I got to the ſhore, which I conjec-

was in ſo weak a condition, that I did not 
obſerve them.

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and about half a pint of brandy that I 
drank as 1 left the ſhip, I found myſelf 


much inclined to ſleep. I lay down on the 
graſs, which was very ſhort and ſoft, where 


I ſlept ſounder than ever 1 remembered to 
have done in my life, and, as I reckoned, 
about nine hours; for when I awaked, It 
was juſt day-light. I attempted to rift 
but was nor able to ſtir: for as 1 Happened 
to lie on my back, I found my arms and 
legs were firongly faſtened on each fide to 
the ground; and my hair which was long 
and thick, tied down. in the ſame man- 
ner, I likewiſe felt ſeveral ſlender ligatures 


acroſs my body, from my arm-pits to my 
thighs. I could only look upwards, the 


ſun began to grow hot, and the light of- 


fended my eyes. I heard a confuſed noiſe 


about me; but, in the poſture I lay, could 
ſee nothing except the ſky. In a little 
time I felt ſomething alive moving on my 


left leg, which advancing gently forward 
over my breaſt came almoſt up to my chin;

EFT following the firſt. 1 was in the

When this 
ſhower of arrows was over, I fell a -0aN - 
Ing with grief and pain, and then riying 
again to get looſe, they diſcharged. another 
volley larger than the firſt, and ſome of 
them attempted with ſpears to ſtick me in 
the ſides; but by good luck I had on me a 
buff jerkin, which they could not pierce. 
I thought it the moſt prudent method to 
lie ſtill, and my deſign was to continue ſo 
till night, when, my left hand being al- 
ready looſe, I could eaſily free myſelf: and 
as for the inhabitants, I had reaſon to be- 
lieve I might be a match for the greateſt 
army they could bring againſt me, if they 
were all of the ſame ſize with him, that I 
ſaw. But fortune diſpoſed otherways of 
me. When the people obſerved I was quiet, 
they diſcharged no more arrows: but, by 
the noiſe I heard, I knew their numhers 


increaſed ; and about tour yards from me, 
H 2 overs 
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over-againfſt my right ear, I heard a knock- 
ang for above an hour, like that of people 


at work: when turning my head that way, 


as well as the pegs and ſtrings would per-

many periods of threatnings, and others of 
promiſes, pity, and kindneſs. I anſwered 
in a few words, but in the moſt ſubmiſſive 
manner, lifting up my left hand and both 
my eyes to the ſun, as calling him for a 
witnefs ; and being almoſt famiſhed with 
hunger, having not eaten a morſel for 
ſome hours before I left the ſhip, I found 
the demands of nature ſo ftrong upon me, 

that I could not forbear ſhewing my im- 
patience (perhaps againft the ftrict rules 
of decency) by putting my finger frequent- 
ly to my mouth, to ſignify that 1 wanted 

food. The Hurgo (for ſo they call a great 
lord, as I afterwards learned) underſteod 
me very well. He deſcended from the 

ſtage, and commanded that ſeveral ladders 
ſhould be applied to my ſides, on which 
above an hundred of the inhabitants moufit- 
ed, and walked towards my mouth, laden 
with baſkets full of meat, which had been 
provided and ſent thither by the King's or- 
ders, upon the firſt intelligence he received 
of me. I obſerved there was the fleſh of 
ſeveral animals, but could not diſtinguiſh 
them by the taſte. There were ſhoulders, 
legs, and loins, ſhaped like thoſe of mut- 
ton, and very well dreſſed, but ſmaller 
than the wings of a lark. I eat them by 
two 
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two or three at a mouthful, and took three 
baves at a time about the bigneſs of muſs 
ket bullets. They ſupplied me as faſt as 
they could, ſhewing a thouſand marks of 
wonder and aſtoniſhment at my bulk and 
appetite, I then made another ſign, that 
wanted drink. They. found by my eat- 
ing, that a ſmall quantity would not ſuf- 
fice-me; and being a moſt ingenious peo- 
ple, they flung up with great dexterity one 
of their largeſt hogſheads, then rolled 1 
towards my hand, and beat out the top;

1 confeſs, I was 
often 
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often tempted, while they were _ 
backwards and forwards on my body, to 
ſeize forty or fifty of the firſt that came in 
my reach, and daſh them againſt the ground. 
But the remembrance of What I Had felt, 
which probably might net be the work 
they could do, and the promiſe of honour 
I made them, for ſo I interpreted my ſub- 
mifſive behaviour. ſoon drove out theſe 
imaginations. Beſides, I now conſidered 
myfelf as bound by the laws of hoſpitality

the carriage of trees and other great 
weights. He often builds his. largeſt men 9 
of War, whereof. ſome are nine feet long, 4 
in. the, woods where the timber grows, and. | 
has them carried on theſe engines three, 
or four hundred yards, to, the ſea.

There were -ſe- 
veral of his prieſts and lawyers preſent 
(as I conjectured by their habits) who were 
commanded to addreſs themſelves to me, 
and I ſpoke to them in as many languages 
as I had the leaſt ſmattering of, which were 
High and Low Dutch, Latin, French, Spaniſh, 
Tralian, and Lingua Franca; but all to no 
purpoſe. After about two hours the court 
retired, and I was left with a ſtrong guard 
to prevent the impertinence, and probably 
the malice of the rabble, who were very 
impatient to crowd about me as near as 
they durſt, and ſome of them had the im- 
*pudence to ſhoot their arrows ac me, as I 
ſat on the ground by the door of my houſe, 
whereof one very narrowly miſſed my left 
eye, But the colonel ordered ſix of the 
ring- leaders to be ſeized, and thought no 
puniſhment ſo proper, as to deliver them 


bound into my hands, which ſome of his 


ſoldiers accordin 17 d did, puſhing them for- 
wards 
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wards with the but-ends of their pikes 
into my reach: I took them all on my 
right hand, put five of them into my coat- 
pocket, and as to the fixth, I made a coun- 
tenance as if I would eat him alive. The 
man ſqualled terribly, and the colo- 
nel and his officers were in much pain, eſ- 
pecially when they ſaw me take out my 
penknife: but I ſoon put them out of fear; 
for, looking mildly, and immediately cut- 
ting the firings he was bound with, I ſer 
him gently on the ground, and away he 
ran. I treated the reſt in the ſame manner, 
taking them one by one out of my pocket; 
and I obſerved both the ſoldiers and people 
were highly delighted at this mark of my 
| clemency, which was repreſented very 
much to my advantage at court. 


Towinds night! got with ſome Aiffculty 
into my houſe, where I lay on the ground, 
and continued to do ſo about a fortnight; 
during which time the Emperor gave or- 
ders to have a bed prepared for me. Six 
hundred beds of the common meaſure were 
brought in carriages, and worked up in 
my houſe; an hundred and fifty of their 
beds, ſewn together, made up the breadth 
and len gth; and theſe were four double,

which however kept me but very indif- 
ferently from 'the hardneſs of the floor, 
that was of ſmooth ſtone. By the ſame 
computation they provided me with ſheets, 
blankets, and coverlets, tolerably enough 
for one, who had been ſo lang inured to

As the news $'of my arrival ſpread through 
the kingdom, it brought prodigious num- 
bers of rich, idle, and curious people to 
ſee me; ſo that the villages were almoſt 
emptied; and great neglect of tillage and 
houſhold affairs muſt have enſued, if his 
Imperial Majeſty had not provided by ſe- 
veral proclamations and orders of ſtate a- 
gainſt this inconveniency. He directed, 
that thoſe,- who had already beheld me, 
ſhould return home, and not preſume to 


come within fifty yards of my houſe, with- 


9 Gulliver has obſerved great exactneſs in the juſt pro- 
portion and appearances of the ſeveral objects thus leſſened 
and magnified. But he dwells too much upon theſe optical 
deceptions. The mind is tired with a repetition of them, 
eſpecially as he points out no beauty nor uſe in ſuch a- 
mazing diſcoveries, which might have been ſo continued as 
to have afforded improvement, at the ſame time that they 
gave aſtoniſnment. He too often ſhews an indelicacy that 
is not agreeable, and exerts his vein of humour moſt im- 
properly in ſome places, where, I am afraid, he glances at 
religion, Orrery. 
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| In the mean time, the Piers held 
frequent councils to debate, what courſe 
| ſhould be taken with me; and I was af- 
terwards aſſured by a particular friend, a 
perſon of great quality, who was as much 
in the ſecret as any, that the court was 
under many difficulties concerning me, 
They apprehended my breaking looſe ; that, 
my diet would be very expenſive, and 
might cauſe a famine. Sometimes they 
determined to ſtarve me, or at leaſt to ſhoot 
me in the face and hands with poiſoned 
arrows, which would ſoon diſpatch me; 
but again they conſidered, that the ſtench 
of ſo large a carcaſe might produce a plague 
in the metropolis, and probably ſpread 
through the whole kingdom. In the midſt 
of theſe conſultations, ſeveral officers of 
the army went to the door of the great 
council-chamber, and two of them being 
admitted, gave an account of my behavi- 
our to the ſix criminals before-mentioned, 
which made ſo favourable an impreſſion 
1n the breaſt of his Majeſty, and the whole 
board, in my behalf, that an Imperial 
commiſſion was iſſued out, obliging all 
the

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the villages nine hundred yards round the 
City to deliver in every morning ſix beeves, 
forty ſheep, and other victuals for my ſuſ- 
tenance; together with a proportionable 
quantity of bread and wine, and other li- 
quors; for the due payment of which his 
majeſty gave aſſignments upon his trea- 
ſury. For this prince lives chiefly upon 
his own demeſnes, ſeldom, except upon 
great occaſions, raiſing any ſubſidies upon 
his ſubjects, who are bound to attend him 
in his wars at their own expence. An 
eſtabliſhment was alſo made of fix hundred 
perſons to be my domeſtics, who had 


board- wages allowed for their mainte- 


nance, and tents built for them very con- 
veniently on each ſide of my door. It was 
likewiſe ordered, that three hundred tay- 
lors ſhould make me a fuit of cloaths after 
the faſhion of the country: that fix of his 


majeſty's greateſt ſcholars ſhould be em- 
ployed to inſtruct me in their language: 
and laſtly, that the Emperor's horſes, and 
thoſe of the nobility, and troops of guards, 
ſhould be frequently exerciſed in my fight 


to accuſtom ; themſelves to me. All theſe 


orders were duly put in execution, and-in 
about three weeks I made a great progrefs 
in learning their language; during which 


time 


* 
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time the Emperor frequently konoured me Ly 
with his viſits; and was pleaſed to aſſiſt my FL. 
maſters in reaching nie. We begin already: 
to converſe together in ſome ſort; and the 
firſt words I learnt where to expreſs my de- 
ſire, that he would pleaſe to give me my 
liberty, which I evety day repeated on my 
knees. His anſwer, as 1 could apprehend. 7 
it, was, that this muſt be 4 nfs of tine, — at 
not to be thought on without the advice of 
His council, and that firſt 1 muſk lumos kelmin 
pefſo deſinar 2 empoſo ; that is, ſwear a peace 
with him and his kingdom. However, 
that I ſhould be uſed with all kindneſs; and 
he adviſed me toacquire by my patience and 
diſcreet behaviour, the good opinion of 
himſelf and his ſubjects. He defifed I 
would not take it ill, if he gave orgers to 
certain proper officers to ſearch me; for 
probably I might carry about me ſeveral 
weapons, which muſt needs be dangerous 
thitigs, if they anſwered the bulk of ſo 
prodigious a perſon. I ſaid, his majeſty 
ſhould be fatisfied; for I was ready to {trip 
myſelf, and turn up my pockets before 
ift A his I delivered, part in words, and 
part in figns. He replied, that by the laws 
of the kin gdom 1 muſt be ſearched by two. 
of his Ae, that he knew this could

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EY not be done without my conſent and aſſiſ- 
* tance; that he had ſo good an opinion of 
my generality and juſtice, as to truſt their 
perſons in my hands: that whatever they 
took from me, ſhould be returned when 1 
left the country, or paid for at the rate 
which I would ſet upon them. I took up 
the two officers in my hands, put them firſt- 
into my coat-pockets, and then into every 
other pocket about me, except my two fobs, 
and another ſecret pocket, which I had no 
mind ſhould be ſearched, wherein I had 
ſome little neceſſaries, that were of no con- 
ſequence to any but myſelf. In one of my 
fobs there was a ſilver watch, and inthe other 
a ſmall quantity of gold in a purſe. Theſe 
gentlemen, having pen, ink, and paper 
about them, made an exact inventory of 
F every thing they ſaw; and, when they had 
1 done, defired I would ſet them down, that

We deſired 
it ſhould be opened, and one of us ſtepping 
into it, found himſelf up to the mid leg in 
a ſort of duſt, ſome part whereof. flying 
up to our faces, ſet us both a ſneezing for 
ſeveral times together. In his right waiſt- 
coat-pocket we found a prodigious bundle

tied with a ſtrong cable, and marked with 
black figures; which we humbly conceive 
to be writings, every letter almoſt half as 
large as the palm of our hands.

they meant my breeches) we ſaw a hollow 
pillar of iron, about the length of a man, 
taſtened to a ſtrong piece of timber, larger

pi lar were huge pieces of iron ſticking out, 
cut into ſtrange figures, which we know 
not what to make of. In the left pocket 
another engine of the ſame kind. In the 
1 maller pocket on the right ſide werẽ ſeve- 
12 round flat pieces of White and red me- 

tal of different bulk; ſome of the white, 
which ſeemed to be ſilver, were ſo large 
and heavy, that my comrade and. I could 
"hardly lift them. In the left pocket were 
two black pillars irregularly ſhaped : we 
could not without difficulty reach the top 
of them as we ſtood at the bottom of his 
ocket. One of them was covered, and 
emed all of a piece: but at the upper end 

of the other there appeared a white round 
' fubftance, about twice the bigneſs of our 
heads. Within each of theſe was incloſed 
2 prodigious plate of fleel; which, by our 
orders, we obliged him to ſhew us, becauſe 
we apprehended they might be dangerous 

engines. He took them out of their caſes, 
and told us, that in his own country his 
practice was to ſhave his beard with one of 
theſe, and to cut his meat with the other.

till we found our fingers ſtopped by that 
lucid ſubſtance. He put this engine to our 
ears, which made an inceflant noiſe hke 
that of a water-mill: and we conjecture it 


is either ſome unknown animal, or the god 


that he worſhips ; but we are more inclin- 


ed to the latter opinion, becauſe he aſſur- 
ed us (if we underſtood him right, for he 


expreſſed himſelf very imperfectly) that he 
ſeldom did any thing without confulting 


it. He called it his oracle, and faid it point-- 


ed out the time for every action of his life“. 
From the left fob he took out a net almoſt 


large enough for a fiſherman, but contriv- 
ed to open and ſhut like a purſe, and ferv-

being hams in | obeticties to your Ma- 
jeſty s commands, diligently ſearched all 
his pockets, we obſerved a girdle about his 
waiſt, made of the hide of ſome prodigi- 
ous animal, from which on the left fide 


Hung a ſword of the length of five men; 


and on the right a bag or pouch divided in- 
to two cells, each cell capable of holding 
three.of your Majeſty's ſubjects. In one of 
theſe cells were ſeveral globes, or balls, of 
a molt ponderous metal, about the bi gneſs 
of our heads, and required a ſtrong hand 
to lift them: the other cell contained a heap 
of certain black grains, but of no great 
bulk or weight, for we could hold above 
fifty of them in the palms of our hands. 


This is an exact inventory of what we 
found about the body of the an- monntain, 
who uſed us with great civility, and due 
reſpect to your Majeſty's commiſſion.

* . and good behaviour 
had gained ſo far on the Emperor 
and his court, and indeed upon the army, 
and people in general, that 1 began to con- 
ceive hopes of getting my liberty in a ſhort 


time. I took all poſſible methods to culti- 


vate this favourable diſpoſition. The na- 
tives came by degrees to be leſs apprehen- 
ſive of any danger from me. I would 
ſometimes lye down, and let five or ſix of 
them dance on my hand: and at laſt the 


boys and girls would venture to come and 


play at hide and ſeek in my hair. I had 


now made a good progreſs in underſtand- 


ing and ſpeaking their language. The 
Emperor had a mind one day to entertain 
me with ſeveral of the country ſhows, 
wherein they exceed all nations 1 have 


| Known, both for dexterity and magnifi- 


cence. I was diverted with none ſo much, 
5 | as 
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as that of the rope-dancers, performed up- 
on a {lender white thread, extended about 
two feet and twelve inches from the ground, 
Upon which I ſhall deſire liberty, with the 
reader's patience, to enlarge a little, 


This diverſion is only practiſed by thoſe 
perſons, who are candidates for great em- 
ployments, and high favour at court. They 
are trained in this art from their youth, 
and are not always of noble birth, or li- 
beral education. When a great office is 
vacant either by death or diſgrace (which 
often happens) five or ſix of thoſe candi- 
dates petition the Emperor to entertain his 
Majeſty and the court with a dance on the 
rope, and whoever. jumps the higheſt. 
without - falling. ſucceeds in the office. 
Very often the chief miniſters themſelves 
are commanded to ſhew their 1kill, and to 
convince the Emperor, that they have not 
loft their faculty. Flimnap, the treaſurer, 
is allowed to cut a caper on the ſtrait rope 
at leaſt an inch higher, than any other 
lord in the whole empire. pl have ſeen 
him do the ſummerſet * ſeveral times to-

* Summerſet, or ſummerſault, a gambol of a tumbler, 
in which he ſprings up, turns heels over head in the air, 
and comes down upon his feet, Hawke, 
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gether upon a trencher, fixed on a rope, 
which is no thicker than a common pack- 
thread in England. My friend Reldreſal, 
principal ſecretary for private affairs, is in 
my opinion, if I am not partial, the ſecond 
after the treaſurer; the reſt of the great 
officers are much upon a par. 
Theſe diverſions are often attended with 
fatal accidents, whereof great numbers are 
on record. I myſelf have ſeen two or three 
candidates break a limb. But the danger 
is much greater, when the miniſters them- 
ſelves are commanded to ſhew their dexte- 
rity ; for, by contending to excel themſelves 
and their fellows, they ſtrain ſo far, that 
there is hardly one of them, who hath 
not received a fall, and ſome of them two 
or three. I was aſſured, that a year or two 
before my arrival Flimnap would have in- 
fallibly broke his neck, if one of the 
King's cuſhions, that accidentally lay on 
the ground, had not weakenod the force 
of his fall. 


There 1s likewiſe another diverſion, which 

is only ſhewn before the Emperor and Em- 
preſs, and firit miniſter upon particular 
occaſions The Emperor lays on the table 
three 
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three fine filken threads of ſix inches long; 
one is blue, the other red, and the third 


green. Theſe threads are propoſed as 


prizes for thoſe perſons, whom the Em- 
peror hath a mind to diſtinguiſh by a pe- 
culiar mark of his favour. The ceremony 
is performed in- his Majeſty's great cham- 
ber of ſtate, where the candidates are to 
undergo a trial of dexterity very different 


from the former, and ſuch as I have not 


obſerved the leaft reſemblance of in any 
other country of the old or new world. 
The Emperor holds a flick in his hands, 
both ends parallel to the horizon, while 


the candidates advancing, one by one, 
- ſometimes leap over the ſtick, ſometimes 
creep under it, backwards and forwards 


ſeveral times, according as the ſtick is ad- 
vanced or depreſſed. Sometimes the Em- 
peror holds one -end of the flick, and his 
firſt miniſter the other; ſometimes the mi- 
niſter has it entirely to himſelf. Whoever 
performs his part with moſt agility, and 
holds out the longeſt in leaping and creep- 
ing is rewarded with the blue- coloured 
ſilk; the red is given to the next, and the 
green to the third, which they all wear 
girt twice round about the middle; and 
you ſee few great perſons about this court,

The Kotfes of the army: and thoſe of 
the royal ſtables, having been daily led be- 


Fore” me, were no longer ſhy, but would 
come up to my very feet without ſtarting. 
© The riders would leap them over my hand, 
as J held it on the ground; and one of the 


Emperor's huntſmen upon a large courſer 
took my foot, ſhoe and all; which was in- 
deed a prodigious leap. I had the good 
fortune to divert the Emperor one day af- 
ter a very extraordinary manner. I deſired 
he would order feveral fticks of two feet 
high, and the thickneſs: of an ordinary 
cane, to be. brought me; whereupon his 
Majeſty commanded the maſter of his 
woods to give directions accordingly, and 
the next morning ſix woodmen arrived 
with as many carriages, drawn by eight 
horſes to each. I took nine of theſe ſticks, 
and fixing them firmly in the ground in a 
quadrangular figure, two feet and'a half 
ſquare, I took .four other ſticks, and tied 
them parallel at each corner about two 
feet from the ground; then I faſtened my 
handkerchief to the nine ſticks that ſtood 
erect; and extended it on all ſides, till it 
was 
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Vas tight as the top of a drum: and the 
four parallel ſticks, riſing about five inches 
higher than the handkerchief, ſerved as 
ledges on each fide. When I had finiſhed 
my work, I deſired the Emperor to let a 
troop of his beſt horſe, twenty-four in 
number, come and exerciſe upon this plain. 
His Majeſty approved of the propoſal, and 
I took them up one by one in my hands, 
ready mounted and armed, with the pro- 
per officers to exerciſe them. As ſoon as 
they got into order, they divided into two 
parties, performed mock ſkirmiſhes, diſ- 
charged blunt arrows, drew their ſwords, 
fled and purſued, attacked and retired, and 
in ſhort diſcovered the beſt military diſci- 
pline I ever beheld. The parallel ſticks 
ſecured them and their horſes from fall- 
ing over the ſtage; and the Emperor was 
ſo much delighted, that he ordered this

as'a'man ; chat it was” no living creature, 
as they dt firſt apprehended, for it lay on 
the graſs without motion; and ſome of 


88 had walked n it ſeveral times; 


; | that, : 
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that, by mounting upon each other's fhoul- 
ders, they -had got to the top, which was 
flat and even, and ſtamping upon it, they 
found it was hollow witli; that they 
humbly conceived it might be ſomething 
belonging to the man- mountain; and if his 
Majeſty pleaſed, they would undertake to 
bring it with only five horſes. I preſently 
knew what they meant, and was glad at 
heart to receive this intelligence. It ſeems, 
upon my firft reaching the ſhore after dur 
ſhipwreck, I was in ſuch confußon, that, 
before I came to the place where I went to 
fleep, my hat, which I had faſtened with 
a firing to my head while I was rowing, 
— had ſtack on all the time I was ſwim- 
ming, fell off after I came to land; the 
firing, as I conjecture, breaking by ſome 
accident, which I never obſerved, but 
thought my hat had been loſt at ſea. I in- 
treated his Imperial Majeſty to give orders, 
it might be brought to me as. ſoon as 
poſſible, deſcribing to him the uſe and 
nature of it; and the next day the wag- 
goners arrived with it, but not in a very 
good condition; they had bored two holes 
in the brim within an inch and half of the 
edge, and faſtened two hooks in the holes; 
theſe hooks were tied by a long cord ro the 
Nun.

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harneſs, and thus my hat was dragged 
along for above half an Engliſh mile; but, 
the ground in that country being extreme- 
ly ſmooth and level, it received leſs da-

100 days after this adventure, the Em- 
ing ordered that part of his army,

1 had ſent ſo many memorials and pe- 
titions for my liberty, that his Majeſty at.

binet, and then in a full council; whereir 
was oppoſed by none, except Skyreſh Bol- 
golam, who was pleaſed, without any 
provocation, to be my mortal enemy. But 
it was carried againſt him by the whole 
board, and confirmed by the Emperor.

I ſwore and ſubſcribed to theſe articles 
with great chearfulneſs and content, al- 
though ſome of them were not ſo honour- 
able as I could have wiſhed; which pro- 
ceeded wholly from the malice of Skyreſh. 
Bolgolam, the high admiral; whereupon 
my chains were immediately unlocked, 
and I was at full liberty. The Emperor 
himſelf, in perſon, did me the honour to 
be by at the whole ceremony. I made my 
acknowledgements by proſtrating myſelf 
at his Majeſty's feet: but he commanded 
me to riſe; and after many gracious ex- 
preſſions, which, to avoid the cenſure of 
vanity, I ſhall not repeat, he added, that 
he hoped I ' ſhould prove a uſeful ſervant;

time after aſking a friend at court, how 


came to fix on that determinate num- 
bexs he told me, that his Majeſty's mathe- 
maticians having taken the height of my 
body by the help of quadrant, and finding 
it to exceed theirs in the proportion of 
twelve to one, they concluded, from the 
fimiliarity of their bodies, that mine muſt 
contain at leaft 1724 of theirs, and conſe- 
quently would require as much food as 
was neceſlary to ſupport that number of 
Lilliputians. By which the reader may 
conceive an idea of the ingenuity of that 
people, as well as the prudent and exact

CHAP. IV. 


Mildendo, the metropolis of Lilliput, deſeribed, to- 
gether with the Emperor's palace. A converſa= 
tion between the author and a principal ſecretary, 
concerning the affairs of that empire. The au- 
t hor s offers to ſerve the Emperor in his wars. 


HE firſt requeſt I made, after I had 
obtained my liberty, was, that I 


— have licence to ſee Mildendo, the 


metropolis; Which che emperor eaſily 
granted 


4 
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granted me, but with a ſpecial charge to 
do no hurt either to the inhabitants or 
their houſes. The people had notice by 
proclamation, of my deſign to viſit the 
town. The wall, Which encompaſſed it, 
is two feet and a half high, and at leaſt 
eleven inches broad, ſo that a coach and 
horſes may be driven very ſafely round it; 
and it is flanked with ſtrong towers at ten 
feet diſtance. I ſtept over the great weſtern 
gate, and paſſed very gently, and fideling, 
through the two principal ſtreets, only in 
my {ſhort waiſt-coat, for fear of damaging 
the roofs and caves of the houſes with the 
{kirts of my coat. I walked with the ut- 
moſt circumſpection to avoid treading on 
any ſtragglers, who might remain. in the 
ſtreets; although the onlers were very 
Arit, chat all people ſhould keep in their 
houſes at their own peril, The garret win 
dows and tops of houſes were ſo crowded 
with ſpectators, that I thought -in all my 
travels I had not ſeen a more populous 
place. The city is an exact ſquare; each 
fide of the wall being five handred feet 
long. The two great ſtreets, which run 
eroſs and divide it into four quarters, are 
five feet wide. The lanes and alleys, 
which I could not enter, but only viewed

eaſily view it on every ſide. 
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them as I paſſed, are from twelve to eigh- 
teen inches. The town is capable of hold- 
ing five hundred thouſand ſouls: the houſes 


are from three to five ſtories: the ſhops and 
markets well provided, 


The Emperor's palace is in the center of 
the city, where the two great ſtreets meet; 
It 1s incloſed by a wall of two feet high, 
and twenty feet diſtance from the build- 
ings. I had his majeſty's permiſſion to 
ſtep over this wall; and the ſpace being ſo 
wide between thar and the palace, I could 
The outward 
court is a ſquare of forty feet, and includes 
two other courts: in the inmoſt are the 
royal apartments, which I was very deſi- 
rous to ſee, but found it extremely difficult; 


for the great gates, from one ſquare itito 


another, were but eighteen inches high, 

and ſeven inches wide. Now the buildings 
of the outer court were at leaſt five feet 
high, and it was impoſſible for me to ſtride 
over them without infinite damage to the 
pile, though the walls were ſtrongly built 
of hewn ſtone, and four inches thick. At 
the ſame time the Emperor had a great 
deſire, that I ſhould ſee the magnificence 


of his palace; but this I was not able to 
do 
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do till three days after, which I ſpent in 
cutting down with my knife ſome of the 
largeſt trees in the royal park, about an 
hundred yards diſtance from the city. Of 
theſe trees I made two ſtools, each about 
three feet high, and ſtrong enough to bear 
my weight, The people having received 
notice a ſecond time, I went again through 
the city to the palace, with my two ftools 
in my hands. When I came to the fide of 
the outer court, I ſtood upon one ſtool, and 
took the other in my hand; this I lifted 
over the roof, and gently ſet it down on 
the ſpace between the firſt and the ſecond 
court, which was eight feet wide. I then 
ſtept oyer the building very convemiently 
from one ſtool to the other, and drew up 
the firſt after me with a hooked ſtick. 
By this contrivance I got into the inmoſt 
court; and, lying down upon my fide, I 
applied my face to the windows of the 
middle ſtories, which were left open on 
purpoſe, and diſcovered the moſt ſplendid 
apartments that can be imagined. There 
I ſaw the Empreſs and the young princes 
in their ſeveral lodgings with their chief 
attendants about them. Her Imperial Ma- 
jeſty was pleaſed to ſmile very graciouſly 
0 2 upon 
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upon me, and gave me out of the window f 
her hand to Kiſs, | 


But I ſhall not andlctpate the reader width 
farther deſcriptions of this kind, becauſe 
I reſerve them for a greater work, which 
is now almoſt ready for the preſs, contain- 
ing a general defcription of this empire, 
from its firſt erection through a long ſeries 
of princes, with a particular account of 
their wars and politics, laws, learning, and 
rehgion, their plants and animals, their 
peculiar manners and cuſtoms, with other 
matters very curious and uſeful; my chief 
defign at preſent being only to relate fach 
events and tranſactions, as happened to 
the public or to myſelf, during a reſidence 
of about nine months in that empire. 


One morning, about a fortnight after ! 
had obtained my liberty, Reldreſal, prin- 
cipal ſecretary (as they ſtile him) for pri- 
vate affairs, came to my houſe, attended 
only by one ſervant. He ordered his coach 
to wait at a diſtance, and deſired I would 
give him an hour's audience; which I 
readily conſented to, on account of his 
quality and perſonal merits, as well as of 
the many good offices he had done me dur- 


ing 
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ing my ſolicitations at court, I offered to 


lie down, that he might the more conve- 


niently reach my ear; but he choſe rather 
to let me hold him in my hand during our 
converſation, He began with compliments 
on my liberty; ſaid, he might pretend to 
ſome merit in it: but however added, that, 
if it had not been for the preſent fituation 
of things at conrt, perhaps I might not 
have obtained it ſo ſoon. For, ſaid he, as 
flouriſhing a condition as we may appear 
to be in to foreigners, we labour under 
two mighty evils; a violent faction at home, 
and the danger of an invaſion by a moſt 
potent enemy from abroad. As to the firſt, 
you are to underſtand, that for above 
ſeventy moons paſt there have been two 
ſtruggling parties in this empire, under 
the names of Trameckſan, and Slameck- 
ſan*, from the high and low heels of their 
ſhoes, by which they diſtinguiſh them- 
felves. It is alledged indeed, that the high 
heels are moſt agreeable to our ancient 

| conſtitution ; 


* High-church, and Low-church, or Whig and Tory, As every 
accidental difference between man and man, in perſon and 
circumſtances, is by this work rendered extremely contemp- 
tible; ſo ſpeculative difſerences are ſhewn to be equally ridi- 
culous, when the zeal, with which they are oppoſed and 
defended, too much exceeds their importance, 
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conſtitution ; but, however this be, his 
Majeſty hath determined tq make uſe only 
of low heels in the adminiſtration of the 
government, and all offices in the gift of 
the crown, as you cannct but obſerve; and 
particularly, that his Majeſty's Imperial 
heels are lower at leaſt by a drwr than 
any of his court (drurr is a meaſure about 
the fourteenth part of an inch) The ani- 
moſities between theſe two parties run ſo 
high, that they will neither eat nor drink, 
nor talk with each other. We compute 
the Trameckſan, or high-heels, to exceed 
us in number; but the power is wholly 
on our fide. We apprehend his imperial 
tighneſs, the heir to the crown, to have 
fame tendency towards the high-heels; j 
at leaſt, we can plainly diſcover, that one 
of his heels is higher than the other, 
which gives him a hobble in his gate. 
Now, in the midſt of theſe inteſtine diſ- 
quiets, we are threatened with an invaſion 
from the iſland of Blefuſcu, which is the 
other great empire of the univerſe, almoſt 
as large and powerful as this of his Ma- 
zeſty. For as to what we have heard you 
affirm, that there are ather kingdoms and 
ſtates in the world, inhabited by human 
Creatures as large as yourſelf, our phi- 
loſophers 
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loſophers are in much doubt, and would 
rather conjectureè that you dropped from 
the moon, or one of the ſtars; becauſe it 
is certain, that an hundred mortals of 
your bulk, would in a ſhort time deſtroy 
all the fruits and cattle of his Majeſty's 
dominions: beſides, our hiſtories of fix 
thouſand moons make no mention of any 
other regions, than"the two great empires 
of Lilliput and Blefuſcu. Which two 
mighty powers have, as I was going to 
tell you, been engaged in a moſt obſtinate 
war for fix and thirty moons paſt. It be- 
gan upon the following occaſion; it is al- 
lowed on all hands, that the primitive 
way of breaking eggs, before we eat them; 
was upon the larger end; but his preſent 
Majeſty's grand-father, while: he was a 
boy, going to eat an egg, and breaking it 
according to the ancient practice, hap- 
pened to cut one of his fingers. Where- 
upon the Emperor, his father, publiſhed 
an edit, commanding all his.. ſubjects, 
upon great penalties, to break the ſmaller 
end of their eggs. The people ſo highly 
reſented this law; that our hiſtories tell 
us, there have been {ix rebellions raiſed on 
that account, wherein one Emperor loſt 
his life, and another his crown. Theſe 

civil 
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civil commotions were conſtantly fomented 
by the monarchs of Blefuſcu; and when 
they were quelled, the exiles always fled 
for refuge to that empire. It is computed 
that eleven thouſand perſons have at ſeveral 
times ſuffered death, rather than fubmit 
to break their eggs at the ſmaller end. 

Many hundred large volumes have been 
publiſhed upon this controverſy; but the 


' books of the Big-endians have been long 


forbidden, and the whole party rendered 
incapable by law of holding employments. 
During the courſe of theſe troubles, the 
Emperors of Blefuſcu did frequently ex- 
poſtulate: by their ambaſſadors, accuſing 


us of making a ſchiſm in religion, by of- 


fending againſt a fundamental doctrine of 
our great prophet Luſtrog, in the fifty- 
fourth chapter of the Blundecral-(which 
is their Alcoran) This however is thought 
to be a mere ſtrain upon che text; for the 
words are theſe: That all true behevers break 
ebeir eggs at the convenient end. And which is 


the convenient end, ſeems in my humble 
opinion to be left to every man's conſci- 
- Ence, or at leaſt in the power of the chief 
magiſtrate to determine. Now, the Big- 


endian exiles have found ſo much credit 
in the Emperor of Blefuſcu's court, and ſo 
We... much 
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much private aſſiſtance and encoura gement 
from their party here at home, that a 


bloody war hath been carried on between 


the two empires for ſix and thirty moons, 


with various ſucceſs; during which time 


we have loſt forty capital ſhips, and a much 
greater number of ſmaller veſſels, together 


with thirty thouſand of our beſt ſeamen. 


and ſoldiers: and the damage received by 
the enemy is reckoned” to be ſomewhat 
greater than ours: However, they have 
now equipped a numerous fleet, and are 
juſt preparing to make a deſcent upon us; 
and his Imperial Majeſty, placing great 
confidence in your valour and ſtrength, 
hath commanded me to lay this account 


of his affairs before JO

imagination of what I intended, were at 
firſt confounded with aſtoniſhment.

They look upon fraud as a greater crime 
than theft, and therefore ſeldom fail to 
puniſh it with death; for they alledge, 
that care and vigilance, with a very com- 
mon underſtanding, may preſerve a man's 
goods from thieves, but honeſty has no 
tence againſt ſuperior cunning; and ſince 
it is neceſſary that there ſhould be a per- 
petual intercourſe of buying and ſelling, 
and dealing upon credit; where fraud is 
permitted and connived at, or hath no law 
to puniſh it, the honeſt dealer is always 
undone, and the knave gets the advan- 
tage. I remember, when I was once in- 
terceding with the king for a criminal, 
who had wronged his maſter of a great 
ſum of money, which he had received by 
order and ran away with; and happening 
to tell his Majeſty, by way of extenuation, 
that it was only a breach of truſt; the Em-

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Although we uſually call reward and 


puniſhment the two hinges, upon which 
all government turns, yet I could never 
obſerve this maxim to be put in practice by 


any nation, except that of Lilliput. Who-—ꝛ 
ever can there bring ſufficient proof, that 


he hath ſtrictly obſerved the laws of his 
country: for ſeventy-three moons, hath a 
claim to certain privileges; according to 
his quality and condition of life, with a 
proportionable ſum of money out of a 


fund appropriated for that uſe: he like- 
wiſe acquires the title of ./ailpall; or legal,

And-theſe people 
thought it a prodigious defect of policy 
among us, when 1 told them, that our 
laws were enforced only by penalties, with- 
out any mention of reward.

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In chooſing perſons for all employments, 
they have more regard to good morals 
than to great abilities; for, ſince govern- 
Ment is neceſſary to mankind, they believe 
that the common ſize of human under- 
ſtandings is fitted to ſome ſtation or other, 
and that providence never intended to 
make the management of public affairs a 
myttery, to be comprehended only by a 
few perſons of ſublime genius, of which 
there ſeldom are three born in an age:

the motives of concupiſcence; and chat 
their tenderneſs towards their young, pro- 
ceeds from the like natural principle: for 
which reaſon they will never allow, that 
a child is under any obligation to his fa- 
ther for begetting him, or to his mother 
for bringing him into the world, which, 
conſidering the miſeries of human life, 
was neither a benefit in itſelf, nor intend- 
ed ſo by his parents, whoſe thoughts in 
their love encounters were otherwiſe em- 
ployed. Upon theſe, and the like reaſon- 
ings, their opinion is, that parents are the 


laſt of all others to be truſted with the edu-

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cation of their on children: and there- 
fore they have in every town public nut- 
ſeries; Where all parents, except cottagers 
and labourers, are obliged to ſend their 
infants of both ſexes to be reared and edu- 
cated when they come to the age of twenty 
moons, at which time they are ſuppoſed 
to have ſome rudiments of docility. Theſe 
ſchools are of ſeveral kinds, ſuited to dif- 
ferent qualities, and to both ſexes. They 
have certain profeſſors well ſkilled in pre- 
paring children for ſuch a condition of life 
as befits the rank of their parents, and 
their own capacities as well as inclina- 
tions. I ſhall firſt ſay ſomething of the 
male nurſeries, and then of the female. 


The nurſeries for males of noble or emi- 
nent birth, are provided with grave and 
learned profeſſors, and their ſeveral depu- 
ties. The clothes and food of the children 
are plain and ſimple. They are bred up 
in the principles of honour, juſtice; cou- 
rage, modeſty, clemency, religion, and 
love of their country; they are always em- 
ployed in ſome buſineſs, except in the 
times of eating and ſleeping, which are 
very ſhort, and two hours for diverſions, 
conſiſting of - bodily exerciſes. They are

1 HREE days after my W walk 


ing out of curioſity to the north-eaſt 
coaſt of the iſland, I obſerved about half 


a league off, in the ſea, ſomewhat that 
looked like a boat overturned. I pulled. 


off my ſhoes and ſtockings, and, wading 
two or three hundred yards, I found the 
object to approach nearer by force of the 
tide; and then plainly ſaw it to be a real 
boat, which I ſuppoſed might by ſome 


tempeſt have been driven from a ſhip: 
whereupon I returned immediately towards 


the city, and defired his Imperial Majeſty 
to lend me twenty of the talleſt veſſels he 
Had left after the loſs of his fleet, and 


three thouſand ſeamen, under the com- 


mand of his vice-admiral, This fleet 
NuMs, 21, X ſailed 
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failed round, while I went back the ſhort- 


eſt way to the coaſt, where I firſt diſcovered 
the boat; I found. the tide had driven it 
ſtill nearer. The ' ſeamen were all pro- 
vided with cordage, which I had before- 
hand twiſted to a ſufficient ſtrength. When 
the ſhips came up, I ſtript myſelf, and 
waded till I came within an hundred yards 
of the boat, after which I was forced to 
ſwim till I got up to it. The ſeamen 
threw me the end of the cord, which I 
faſtened to a hole in the fore-part of the 
boat, and the other end to a man of war; 
but I found all my labour to little purpoſe ; 
for, being out of my depth, I _ not 


able ro work. In this neceſſity, I was 


forced to ſwim behind, and puſh the boat 
forwards as often as I could, with one of 


my hands; and, the tide favouring me, I 


advanced ſo far, that I could juſt hold up 
my chin and feel the ground. I reſted two 


or three minutes, and then gave the boat 


another ſhove, and ſo on till the ſea was 
no higher than my arm-pits; and now, 


the moſt laborious part being over, I took 
out my other cables, which were ſtowed 


in one of the ſhips, and faſtened them firſt 
to the boat, and then to nine of the veſlels 


Which attended * the wind being fa- 


1 _. vourable 
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vourable, the ſeamen' towed, and 1 ſhoved 
till we arrived within forty yards of the 
ſhore, and, waiting till the tide was out, 
I got dry to the boat, and by the aſſiſtance 
of two thouſand men, with ropes and en- 
gines, I made a ſhift to turn it on its bot- 
torn; and found 1 it was but little damaged 


I ſhall not trouble the reader with the 
difficulties I was under by the help of cer- 
tain paddles, which coſt me ten days mak- 
ing, to get my boat to the royal port. of 
Blefuſcu, where a mighty concourſe” of 
people appeared upon my arrival, full of 
wonder at the ſight of ſo prodigious a veſ- 
fel. I told the Emperor, that my good 
fortune had thrown this boat in my Way 
to carry me to ſome place, from whence 
I might return into my native country; 
and begged his Majeſty's orders for get- 
ting materials to fit it up, together with 
his licence to depart, which, after ſome- 
Kind expoſtulations, he was „ leasd to

1 did very much mondes, in all "this 
time, not to have heard of any expreſs 
relating to me from our. Emperor to the 
court of Blefuſcu, But I was afterwards 

X A given 
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given privately to underftand, that his Im- 
perial Majeſty, never imagining I had the 
leaſt notice of his deſigns, believed I was 
. only gone to Blefuſcu in performance of 
my promiſe, according to the licence he 
. Had given me, which was well known at 
our court, and would return in a few days, 
when the ceremony was ended. But he 
was at laſt in pain at my long abſence; 
and, after conſulting with the treaſurer 
and the reſt of that cabal, a perſon of 
quality was diſpatched with a copy of the 
articles againſt me. This envoy had in- 
ſtructions to repreſent to the monarch of 
Blefuſcu, the great lenity of his maſter, 
who was content to puniſh me no farther | 
than with the loſs of mine eyes; that I 
had fled from juſtice, and, if I did not re- 
turn in two hours, I ſhould be deprived of 
my title of Nardac, and declared a traitor.

The Emperor of Blefuſcu, having taken 


Wee days to conſult, returned an anſwer, 
co aliſting 
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conſiſting of many civilities and excuſes; 
He ſaid, that, as for ſending me bound, 
his brother knew it was impoſſible; that 
although 1 had deprived him of his fleet, 
yet he owed great obligations to me for 
many*good offices I had done him in mak- 
ing the peace. That however both their 
Majeſty's would ſoon be made eaſy: for I 
had found a prodigious veſſel on the ſhore, 
able to carry me on the ſea, which he had 
given orders to fit up with my own aſſiſt- 
ance and direction; and he hoped in a fe 
weeks both empires would be freed fron 
fo eee an incumbrance. 


With this anſwer the envoy returned, w 
Lilliput, and the monarch of Blefuſcu re- 
lated to me all that had paſſed, offering 
me at the ſame time (but under the ſtricteſt 
confidence) his gracious protection, if I 
would continue in his ſervice; wherein, 
although I believed him ſincere, yet I re- 
ſolved never more to put any confidence in 
princes or miniſters, where I could paſſibly 
avoid it; and therefore, with all due ac- 
knowledgments for his favourable inten- 
tions, I humbly begged to be excuſed. I 
told him, that ſince fortune, whether good 


or evil, had thrown a veſſel in my — *

I was reſolved to venture myſelf in the 
ocean, rather than be an occaſion of differ- 
ences: between two ſuch mighty monarchs, 
Neither did I find the Emperor at all diſ- 
pleaſed ; and I diſcovered by à certain ac- 
cident, that he was very glad of my reſo- 
lution, and fo were moſt! of his miniſters. 


-* Theſe conſiderations moved me to haſten 
my departure ſomewhat ſooner than I in- 
tended; to which the court, impatient. to 
have me gone, very readily contributed. 
Five hundred workmen were employed to 
make two fails to my boat, according to 
my directions, by quilting thirteen fold of 
their ſtrongeſt linen together. I was at the 
pains of making ropes and cables by twiſt- 
ing ten, twenty, or thirty of the thickeſt 
and ſtrongeſt of theirs. A great ſtone that 
I happened to find, after a long ſearch by 
the ſea-ſhore; ſerved me for an anchor. I 
had the tallow of three hundred cows for 
greaſing my boat, and other uſes. I was 
at incredible pains in cutting down ſome 
of the largeſt timber-trees for oars and 
maſts, wherein I was however much aſſiſt- 
ed by his Majeſty” s ſhip-carpenters, . 
helped me in ſmoothing them . [ had 
done the rough work, _ 


In 
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In about a month, when all was prepared, 
I ſent to receive his Majeſty's commands, 
and to take my leave. The Emperor and 
royal family came out of the palace; I lay 
down on my face to kiſs his hand, which 
he very graciouſly gave me; ſo did the 
Empreſs, and young princes of the blood. 
His Majeſty preſented me with fifty purſes 
of two hundred /prugs a-piece, together 
with his picture at full length, which I 
put immediately into one of my gloves to 
keep it from being hurt. The ceremonies 
at my departure were too many to trouble 
the reader with at this time. 


I ſtored the boat with the carcaſes of an 
hundred oxen, and three hundred ſheep, 
with bread and drink proportionable, and 
as much meat ready dreſſed, as four hun- 
dred cooks could provide. I took with me 
ſix cows and two bulls alive, with as many 
ews and rams, intending to carry them 
into my own country, and propagate the 
breed. And to feed them on board, I had 
a 1. bundle of hay, and a bag of corn. 


I Wuld gladly have taken a dozen of the 
nMves, but this was a thing the Emperor 
would by no means permit; and, beſides 
re pen ſearch into my pockets, his Ma-

Having thus prepared all things as well 
« I was able, I ſer fail on the 24th day of 
Septeraber 1701, at fix in the morning; 
and when I had gone about four leagues 
to the northward, the wind being at ſouth- 
eaſt, at ſix in the evening I deſcried a ſmall 
Hand about half a league to the north- 
_ weft, I advanced forward, and caſt an- 
Chor on the lee-fide of the Iſland, which 
'* ſeemed to be uninhabited. I then took 
ſome refreſhment, and went to my reſt, 
1 flept well, and as I conjecture at leaft ſix 
hours, for I found the day broke in two 
hours after I awaked, It was a clear night. 
I eat my breakſaſt before the ſun was up; 
and heaving anchor, the wind being fa- 
vourable, I ſteered the ſame courſe that I 
had done the day before, wherein I was 
directed by my pocket-compaſs. My in- 
tention was to reach, if poſſible, one of 
thoſe iſlands which I had reaſon to beheve 
lay to the north-eaſt of Van Diemen's 
I diſcovere4nothing all that day; but Wh 
the next, about three in the afternoon, 
wen 1 had, ado my computation, made 
twenty- 
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Red wb leagues from Blefuſcu, I deſ- 
cried a fail ſteering. to the fntvcad; my 
courſe. was due eaſt, I hailed her, but 
could get no anſwer; yet I found I gained 
upon her, for. the, wind flackened. I made 
all the fail. I.could, and in half an hour 
the ſpied; me, then hung out her antient, 
and diſcharged a gun. It is not eaſy to 
expreſs the joy I was in upon the unex- 

N hope of once more ſeeing my be- 

oved country, and the dear pledges I left 
in it. The ſhip ſlackened her ſails, and I 
came up with her between five and fix in 
the evening, September 26; but my heart 
leapt within me to ſee her Engliſh colours. 
I put my cows -and ſheep into my coat 
pockets, and got on board with all my 
little, cargo of proviſions. The veſſel was 
an;Engliſh merchantman returning from 
Japan, by the north and ſouth-ſeas; the 

captain Mr. John Biddel of Deptford, a 
very civil. man, and an excellent ſailor. 

e were now in the latitude of 30 degrees 
ſouth, there were about fifty men in the 
ſhip; and, here I .met an old comrade, of 
mine, one Peter Williams, who gave me a 
good character to the captain. This gen- 
tleman treated me with kindneſs, and de- 
fired.1 would let him know what place 1 

© Nears, 22. We . oe came 
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came from laſt, and whither 1 was bound; 
which I did in. few words, but he thotight 
I was raving, and that the dangers I had 
underwent had diſturbed my head; where- 
upon I took my black cattle and ſheep out 
of my pocket, ich, after great aſtoniſi- 
ment, clearly convinced him of my vera- 
city. I then ſhewed him the gold g iven 
me by the Emperor of Blefuſcu, elner

"I ſtayed but two months with my wife 
and family: for my inſatiable deſire of 
ſeeing foreign countries would ſuffer me 
to continue no longer. 1 left fifteen hun- 

dred pounds with my wife, and fixed her 
in a good houſe at Redriff. My remaining 
ſtock I carried with me, part in money 
and part in goods, in hopes to improve my 
fortune. My eldeſt uncle John had left 
me an eſtate in land, near Epping, of a- 
bout thirty pounds a year; and I had a 
long leaſe of the Black-Bull in Fetter-Lane, 
which yielded me as much more: fo that 

I was not in any danger of leaving my

AVING been condemned by nature 
and fortune to an active and reſtleſs 
life, in two months after my return, I 
again left my native country, and took 


ſhipping in the Downs on the 2oth day of 


P16 1702, in the Adventure, Capt. John 
Nicholas, a ' Corniſh man, commander, 
bound for Surat, We had a very proſper- 
ous. gale till we arrived at the Cape of 


Good 
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Hope, where we landed for freſh 
Vater, but difgovering a leak, we unſhip- 
ped our goods, and wintered there ; for, 
the captain falling ſick of an ague, we 
copld not leave the Cape till the end of 
March. We then ſet al, and had good 
voyage till we paſſed the Streights of Ma- 
dagaſcar; but having got northward of 


that Iſland, and to about five degrees ſouth 


latitude, the winds, which in thoſe ſeas 
are obſerved to blow a conſtant equal gale 
between the north and weſt, from the be- 
ginning of December to the beginning of 
May, on the .1gth of April began to blow 
with much greater violence, and more 
weſlerly than uſual, continuing fo for 
twenty days together, during which time 
we were driven a. little to the eaſt of the 
Molucca iſlands, and about three degrees 
northward of the line, as our. captain 
found by an obſervation] he took the ſecond 
of May, at which time the wind ceaſed 
and it was a perfect calm, whereat I was 
nota little rejoiced. But he, being a man 
well experienced in the navigation of thoſe | 


ſeas, bid us all prepare againſt a ſtorm, 
which accordingly happened the day fol- 
lowing: for a ſouthern wind, £2 led a ſour

Finding it was like to 'over-blow, we 
wok in our ſprit- fail, and ſtood by to hand 
the fore-ſail; but making foul weather, 
we looked the guns were all faſt, and 
handed the mizen. The ſhip lay very 
broad off, ſb we thought it bedr poem 
before the ſea, than trying or hulling. We 
reeft the fore-ſail and ſet him, and hawled 
aft the fore-ſheer; the helm was hard-a- 
weather. The ſhip wote' bravely. We

We would not get down our 
top-maſt, but let all ſtand, becauſe the 
ſcudded before the ſea very well, and we 
knew that, the top-maſt being aloft, rhe 
ſhip was the wholſomer, and made better 
way \through the ſea, ſeeing. we had ſea- 
room. When the ſtorm was over, we ſet - 
fore-ſail and main- fail, and brought the 
ſhip to.

2 * 4 the 16th day of June, 1703; a bay « on 

f th top-maſt diſcovered land. On the 1) th, 
we came in full view of A great iſland Or 
continent (for we knew not whether) on 
the. ſouth. fide whereof was a ſmall neck 
of land jetting out into the lea, and a creck 
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too ſhallow to hold a ſhip of above one 
hundred tons. We caſt anchor within a 
league of this creek, and our captain ſent 
a dozen of his men well armed in the long 
boat, wich veſſels for water, if any could 
de found. I defired his leave to go with 
them, that I might ſee the country, and 
make what diſcoveries I could. When we 
came to land, we ſaw no river or ſpring, 
or any ſign of inhabitants. Our men 
therefore wandered on the ſhore to find 
but ſome freſh water near the ſea, and 1 
walked alone about a mile on the other 
ſide, where I obſerved the country all Bar- 
ren and rocky. I now began to be weary, 
and ſeeing nothing to entertain my turio- 
ity, 1 returned gently down towards the 
creek; and the ſea being full in my view, 
I ſaw our men already got into the boat, 
and rowing for life to the ſhip. I was go» 
ing to hollow after them, although it had 
been to little purpoſe, when Þ obſerved a 
huge creature walking after them into the 
ſea, as faſt as he could; he waded not 
much deeper than his knees, and took 
prodigious ftrides; but our men had the 
Raft of him Half a league, and, the fea 
_ thereabouts being full of  ſharp-pointed 
Locks, the monſter Wag not able to overtake

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the boat. This I was afterwards told, for 
I durſt not ſtay: to ſee the iſſue of the ad- 
venture; but ran as faſt as I could the way 
IJ firſt went, and then climbed up a ſteep 
Bill, which gave me ſome proſpect of the 
country. I found it fully cultivated; but 
that which firſt ſurprized me was the length 
of the graſs, which, in thoſe grounds that 
ſeemed to be kept for Hayy was about 
twenty feet I 10 : 

I fell into a Weed coi wy wok'h it, 
to be, though it ſerved to the inhabitants. 
only as a foot- path through a field of bar- 
ley. Here I walked on for ſome time, but 
could ſee little on either ſide, it being now 
near harveſt, and the corn riſing at leaſt 
forty feet, I was an hour walking to the 

end of this field, which was fenced in with 

a hedge of at leaſt one hundred and twenty 

feet high, and the trees ſo lofty that I could 

make no computation of their altitude. 

There was a ſtile to paſs from this field in- 

to the next. It had four ſteps, and a ſtone 

to croſs over When you came to the upper- 

moſt. It was impoſſible for me to climb 

this ſtyle, becauſe every ſtep was ſix feet 

high, and the upper ſtone above twenty. 
Jwas endeavouring to find ſome gap in 
the 
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the hedge, when I diſcovered one of the 
inhabitants in the next field advancing 
towards the ſtyle, of the ſame ſize with 
him whom I ſaw. in the ſea purſuing uvr 
boat. He appeared as tall as an ordinary 
pire- ſteeple, and took about ten yards at 
every ſtride, as near as I could gueſs. 1 
was ſtruck with the utmoſt; fear and aſ- 
toniſhment, and ran to hide myſelf i in the 
corn, from whence I ſaw. him at the top 
of the ſtile, looking back into the next field 
on the. right hand, and heard him call in 
a. voice many degrees louder; than a ſpeak- 
ingetr umpet; but the noiſe was ſo high in 

"the air, that at firſt I certainly thought it 
Was thunder. * Whereupon ſeven monſters, 
like himſelf, came towards him with reap- 
ing hooks, ; in their hands, each hook about 
the largeneſs of ſix ſcythes.. | Theſe peo- 
ple were not ſo well dad as the firſt, whoſe: 
ſeryants. or labourers they ſeemed. to be: 
for, upon ſome words he ſpoke, they went 
to reap. the corn in the field where I lay. 
I kept from them at as great a diflance as. I, - 
could, but was: forced to move with extreme 
difficulty, for the ſtalks of the corn were 
1 ſometimes not above a foot diſtant, ſo that 
I I could hardly ſqueeze my body betwixt 
I them. However, IL made a ſhift to go for- 
g = 2 2 ward, 
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ward, till Þ came to a part of the field 
where the corn had becn laid by the rain 
and wind. Here it was impoſfible for me 
to advance A ſtep; for the ftalks were ſo 
\ could not creep through 
2d the boards of the fallen ears ſo ſtrong 
and pointed chat they pierced through my 
cloaths into my fleſh. At the ſame time 1 
heard the reapers not above an hundred 
yards behind me; Being qune diſpiritec 
with toil, and wholly overcome. by grief 
and deſpair, I lay down between two ridges 
and heartily withed I might there end my 
days. Tbemoaned my deſolate widow, and 
fatherleſs children. I lamented my oon 
folly and wilfulneſs in attempting a ſecond 
voyage againſt the advice of all my friends 
and relations. In this terrible agitation of 
mind, I could not forbear thinking of Lil- 
liput, whoſe inhabitants looked upon me 
as the greateſt prodigy that ever appear- 
ed in the world: where I was able to draw 
an imperial fleet in my hand, and perform 
thoſe other actions which will be recorded 
for ever in the chronicles of that empire, 
while poſterity ſhall hardly believe them, 
althou gh atteſted by millions. I reſtected 4 
What a mortification it muſt prove to me, 
to Wer as inconſiderable i in this nation,

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as one ſingle Lilliputian would be among 
us. But this I conceived was to be the 
leafſl of my mifortunes: for, as human 
creatures are obſerved to be more ſavage 
and cruel, in proportion to their bulk, 
what could I expect, but to be a morſeÞ in 
the: moutk f the firſt among theſe enor-- 
mous Barbarians, that ſhould happen to 
ſeize me? Undoubtedly philoſophers are 
in the riglit when they tell us, chat nothing

It might have pleaſed fortune to 
have let the Eflliputians find ſome nation, 


where the people were as diminutive, with” 


reſpect to them, as they were to me. Arid 
who knows but that even this prodigious” 
race of mortals might be equally over-" 
matched in ſome diſtant part of the wu.

Scared FOR confornihe as T was; 1 cord 
not forbear going on with theſe reſlections, 


when one of the reapers, approaching 


within ten yards of the ridge where I lay 


made me apprehend, that with the next 


ſtep I ſhould be ſquaſhed to death under 
his foot, or cut'in two with his reaping- 
hook. And therefore, when he was again 
about to move, I fereamed as loud as =_ 
cou 
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could make me WW herelipbn, the huge 
creature trod. hort and, looking round 
about under him, - for; ſome time, at laſt 
eſpied me as lay en the ground. He 
conſidered a; while; with the caution of one 
ho endeayours today hold on a ſmall. 
dangergus animal, in ſuch a manner that 
it all not he able ęither to ſeratch or to 
bite him, as I myſelf have ſometimes dene 
with a weaſel in England. At length he 
ventured to take me up behind by the mid- 
dle, between his; fore-finger,and thumb, 
and brought me within, three;yards of his;

IL gueſſed his meaning, and my 
good fortune gave me; ſo much preſence 
of. mind, that 1 , reſolved. not, to ſtruggle. in 
the leaſt as he held me in the air, above 
ſixty feet from the ground, although he 
grievouſſy pinched my ſides, for fear 1 
ſhould flip through his, fiogers.

pets of my coat; which it ſeems he thought 


to be ſome kind of covering that nature 


nad given me. He blew my hairs afide 


to take a better view of my face. He called 


his hinds about him, and aſked them (as ! 


afterwards learned) whether they had ever 
ſeen in the fields, any little creature that 
reſembled me: he then placed me ſoftly on 
the ground updn all four, but I got im- 
mediately up, and walked flowly back- 
wards and forw¾ards, to let thoſe people 
ſee I had no intent to run away. They all 
ſat down in a circle about me, the better 


to obſerve my motions. I pulled off my 


har, and made a low bow towards the 
farmer, I fell on my knees, and lifted up 
my hands and eyes, and ſpoke ſeveral 
words as loud as I could: I took a purſe of 
gold out of my pocket, and humbly pre- 
ſented it to him. He received it on the 
palm of his hand, then applied it cloſe to 
his eye to ſee what it was, and afterwards 
turned it ſeveral times with the point of a 
pin (which he took out of his: ſleeve) 
but could make nothing of it. Where- 


upon 1 made a ſign that he ſhould place 


his hand on the ground. I then took tlie 


purſe, and opening it, poured all the gold 


into 
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into his palm. There were ſix Spaniſh 
pieces, of four piſtoles each, beſides twenty 
or thirty ſmaller coins. I ſaw him whet 
the tip of his little finger upon his tongue, 
and take up one of my largeſt pieces, and 
then - another, but he ſeemed to be wholly 
ignorant what they were. He made me a 
ſign to put them again into my purſe, and 
the purſe again into my pocket, which, 
after offering it to him ſeveral times, I 

thought it beſt to do. 5 


The 3 by this time was convinced 
I muſt be a rational creature. He ſpoke 
often to me, but the ſound of his voice 
pierced my ears like that of a water-mill, 
yet his words were articulate enough. I 
anſwered as loud as I could in ſeveral lan- 
guages, and he often laid his car within 
two yards of me; but all in vain, for we 
- were wholly unintelligible to each other, 
He then ſent his ſervants to their work, 
and, taking his handkerchief. out of ws 
pocket, he doubled and ſpread it on his 
left hand, which he placed flat on the 
ground, with the palm upwards, making 
me a ſign to ſtep into it, as I could eaſily 
do, for-it was not abovea foot in thickneſs. 
I thought it my part to obey, and, for fear

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of falling, laid myſelf at full length upon 


the handkerchief, with the remainder of 
which he lapped me up to the head for 
farther ſecurity, and in this manner car- 
ried me home to his houſe. There he cal- 
led his wife, and ſhewed me to her: but 
ſhe ſereamed and ran back, as women in 
England do at the fight of a toad or a ſpi- 
der. However, when ſhe had a while 
ſeen my behaviour, and how well Job- 
ſerved the ſigns her huſband made, ſhe 
was ſoon reconciled, and by degrees grew 
| extremely tender of me. 


It was about twelve at noon, and a ſer- 
' vant brought in dinner. It was only one 
"ſubſtantial diſh of meat (fit for the plain 
condition of an huſbandman) in a diſh of 
about four and twenty feet diameter. 
The company were the farmer and his 
wife, three children and an old grand- 
mother: when they were ſat down, the 
farmer placed me at ſome diſtance from 
him on the table, which was thirty feet 
high from the floor. I was in a terrible 
' fright, and Kept as far as I could from the 
edge for fear of falling. The wife minced 
a a bit of meat, then crumbled ſome bread 


on a trencher, and placed it before me. 
I made 
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I made her a low bow, took out my knife 
and fork, and fell to eat, which gave them 
exceeding delight. The miſtreſs ſent her 
maid for a ſmall dram-cup, which held 


about two gallons, and filled it with drink 
I- took up the veſſel with much difficulty 


in both hands, and in a moſt reſpectful. 


manner drank to her ladyſhip's health, 
expreſſing the words as loud as I could in 
Engliſh, which made the company laugh 
ſo heartily, that I was almoſt deaffened 
with the noiſe. This liquor taſted like a 
ſmall cyder, and was not unpleaſant. Then 
the maſter made me a ſign to come to his 
trencher- ſide; but as I walked on the ta- 
ble, being in great ſurprize all the time, 
as the indulgent reader will eaſily conceive 
and excuſe, i happened to ſtumble againſt 
a cruſt, and fell flat on my face, but re- 
ceived no hurt. I got up immediately, 
and obſerving the good: people to be in 


much concern, I took my hat (which I 


held under my arm out of good manners) 
and, waving it over my head, made three 
huzzas, to ſhew I had got no miſchief by 
my fall. But advancing forwards towards 


my maſter (as I ſhall henceforth call him) 
his youngeſt ſon, who ſat next him, an 
arch boy of about ten years old, took my 
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up by the legs, and held me ſo-high in the 
air, that I trembled every limb; but his 
father ſnatched me from him, and at the 
{ame time gave him ſuch a box an the left 
ear, as would have felled an European 
troop of horſe to the earth, ordering him 
to be taken from the table. But being 
afraid the boy might owe him a ſpight, 
and well remembering how miſchievous 
all children among us naturally are to 
ſparrows, rabbits, young kittens, and pup- 

py-dogs, I fell on my knees, and pointing 
to the boy made my maſter to underſtand, 
as well as I. could, that 1 deſired. his ſon 
might be pardoned, The father complied, 
and the lad took his ſeat again; where- 
upon I went to him and kiſſed his hand, 
which my maſter took and made him 


ſtroak me gently with it. 


In the midfl of dinner, my miſtreſs's fa- 
vourite cat leapt into her lap. I heard a 
noiſe behind me like that of a dozen 
ſtocking-weavers at work; and turning 

my head, I found it proceeded from the 
purring of that animal, who ſeemed to be 
three times larger than an ox, as I com- 
puted by the view: of her head, and one 
of her paws, while her miſtreſs was feed-

ing and ſtroking her. The fierceneſs. of 
this creature's countenance altogether diſ- 
compoſed me; though I ſtood at the fur- 


ther end of the table, about fifty feet off; 


and although my miſtreſs held her faſt, 


for fear ſhe might give a ſpring, and ſeize 
me in her talons. But it happened there 


was no danger; for the cat took not the 


leaſt notice of me, when my maſter placed 


me within three yards of her. And as I 
have been always told, and found true by 
experience in my travels, that flying or 


diſcovering fear before a fierce animal is 


a certain way to make it purſne or attack 
you, ſo I reſolved in this dangerous junc- 
ture to ſhew n manner of concern. I 
walked with intrepidity five or ſix times 
before the very head of the cat, and came 
within half a yard of her; whereupon 
ſhe drew herſelf back, as if ſhe were more 


afraid of me: Ihad leſs apprehenſion con- 


cerning the dogs, whereof three or four 
came into the room, as is uſual in farmer's 
honſes; one of which was a maſtiff equal 
in bulk to four elephants, and a greyhound 
ſomewhat taller than the maftiff, but not 
io large. 


When dinner was almoſt done, the nurſe 
came 
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came in with a child of a year old in her | 
arms, who immediately ſpied me; and be- 
gan a ſquall, that you might have heard 
from London: bridge to Chelſea, after the 
uſual oratory of infants to get me for a 
play-thing. The mother out of pure in- 
dulgence took me up, and put me towards 
the-child; who preſently ſeized me by the 
middle, and got my head into its mouth, 
where I roared-{o loud that the urchin was 
frighted, and let me drop, and I ſhould 
infallibly have broke my neck, if the mo- 
ther had not held her apron under me. 
The nurſe to quiet her babe made uſe of a 
rattle, which was a kind of hollow veſſel 
filled with great ſtones, and faſtened by a 
cable to the child's waiſt: but all in vain, 
ſo ſhe was forced to apply the laſt remedy 
by giving it fuck, I muſt confeſs no ob- 
| jet ever diſguſted me ſo much as the ſight 
of her monſtrous breaſt, which I cannot 
tell what to compare with, ſo as to give 
the curious reader an idea of its bulk, 
ſhape, and colour. It ſtood prominent fix | 
fer, and could not be leſs than ſix feet in 
circumference.” The nipple was about half 
the bigneſs of my head, and the hue both 
of that and the dug ſo varified with ſpots, 
pimples, and freckles, that nothing could 
appear 
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appear more nauſeous: for I had a near 
fight of her, ſhe fitting down, the more 
conveniently to give ſuck; and I ſtanding 
on the table. This made me reflect upon 
the fair ſkins' of our Engliſh ladies, who 
appear ſo beautiful to us, only becauſe 
they are of our own ſize, and their defects 
not to be ſeen but through a magnifying- 
glaſs, where we find by experiment, that 
the ſmootheſt and whitelt ſkins look rouge.

I remembers when I was at cLilliprit, the 
complexions of thoſe diminutive people 
appeared to me the faireſt in the world; 
and talking upon this ſubject with a perion 
of learning there, who was an intimate 


friend of mine, he ſaid that my face ap- 


peared much fairer and ſmoother when he 
looked on me from the ground, than it did 
upon a NEATET view when I took him up 
in my hand and brought him cloſe, which 
he confeſſed at firſt was a very ſhocking 
fight. He ſaid he could diſcover great 


holes in my ſkin; that the ſtumps of my 


| beard were ten times ſtronger than the 
briſtles of a boar, and my complexion 
made up of ſeveral colours altogether diſ- 
agreeable: although I muſt beg leave to

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ſay for myſelf, that Lam as fair as moſt of 
-my '{ex and country, and very little ſun- 
burnt by all my travels. On the other fide, 
diſcourſing of the ladies in that Emperor's 
court, he uſed to tell me, one had freckles, 
another too wide a mouth, a third too large 
_ - noſe, nothing of which 1 was able- to 
diſtin guiſh. I confeſs, this reflection was 
obvious enough; which however I could 
not forbear, leſt the reader might think 
thoſe vaſt creatures were actually deform- 
ed; for I muſt do them juſtice to ſay, they 
are a comely race of people; and particu- 
larly the features of my maſter's coun- 
tenance; although he were but a farmer, 
when I beheld him from the height of fix- 
'ty feet, appeared -very well proportioned. 


When dinner was done, my maſter went 
out to his labourers, and, as I could diſ- 
cover by his voice and geſture, gave his 
wife a ſtrict charge to take care of me. I 
was very much tired, and diſpoſed to ſleep, 
which my miſtreſs perceiving, ſhe put me 
on her own bed, and covered me with a

I flept

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I ſlept about two hours, and dreamed I 
was at home with my wife and children, 
which aggravated my ſorrows when J a- 
waked, and found myſelf alone in a vaſt 
room, between two and three hundred 
feet wide, and above two hundred high, 


lying in a bed twenty yards wide. My 


miſtreſs was gone about her hauſhold 


affairs, and had locked me in. The bed 


was eight yards from the floor. Some na- 
tural neceſſities required me to get down; 
1 durſt not preſume to call, and, if I had, 
it would have been in vain with ſuch a 
voice as mine, at ſo great a diſtance as 
from. the room where I lay to the kitchen 
where the family Kept. While I was un- 
der theſe circumſtances, two rats crept up 
the curtains, and ran ſmelling backwards 
and, forwards on the beg. - One of them 
came up almoſt to my face, whereupon, I 
roſe in a fide, and drew out my hanger to 
| defend myſelf. Theſe horrible anjmals 
had the boldgeſs to attack. me- on both 
ſides, and one of them held his fore: feet 
at my collar; hut I had the good fortune 
to rip up his helly, before he could do me 
any miſchief. He fell don at my feet, 
and the other ſeeing the fate of his com- 
rade made his eſcape, but not without one 
Nun z.

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8 wound on the back, which I gave 
him as he fled, and made the blood run 
from him: After this exploit 1 walked 
| gently to and tro on the bed to recover my 
breath, and loſs of ſpirits. Theſe crea- 
tures were of the ſize of a large maſtiff, 
but infinitely more nimble and fierce, ſo 
that, if I had taken off my belt before I 
went to ſleep, I muſt have infallibly been 
torn to pieces and devoured. I meaſured 
the tail of the dead rat, and found it be 
.two yards long, wanting an inch; but it 
went againſt my ſtomach to drag the car- 
caſe off the bed, where it lay ſtill bleed- 
ing; I obſerved it had yet ſome life, but, 
with a ftrong flaſh croſs the neck, 1 tho- 
roughly diſpatched it. 


Soon after my miſtreſs came into the 
room, who ſeeing me all bloody, ran and 
took me up in her hand. I pointed to the 
dead rat, ſmiling and making other figns 
to ſhew I was not hurt, whereat ſhe was 
extremely rejoiced, calling the maid to 
take up the dead rat with a pair of tongs, 
-and throw 1t out of the window. Then 
ſhe ſet me on the table, where I ſhewed

The good woman, with 
much difficulty, at laſt perceived what 1 
would be at, and taking me up again in 
her hand, walked into the garden, where 
ſhe ſet me down. I went on one ſide about 
two hundred yards, and beckoning to her 
not to look or to follow me, I hid myſelf 
between two leaves of ſorrel, and there 
diſcharged the neceſſities of nature. 


I hope the gentle reader will excuſe me 
for dwelling on theſe and the like particu- 
lars, Which, however inſignificant they 
may appear to groveling vulgar minds,

Now intend to give the reader a ſhort def. 
I cription of this country, as far as I travelled 
in it, which was not above two thouſand miles 
round Lorbrulgrud, the metropolis. For the 
Queen, whom I always attended, never wept 
farther when ſhe accompanied the King in his 
progreſſes, and there ſtaid till his Majeſty re- 
turned from viewing his frontiers. The whole 
extent of this Prince s dominions reacheth 
about fix thouſand iniles in length, and from 
three to five in breadth, From whence 1 can- 
not but conclude, that off geographers of Eu- 
rope are in a great error, by ſuppoſing nothing 
but ſea between Japan and California; for it 
was ever my opinion, that there muſt be a 
balance of earth to counterpoiſe the great con- 
tinent of Tartary; and therefore they ought to 


correct their maps and charts, by joining this 
vaſt tract of land to the north-weſt parts of A- 


merica, wherein I ſhall be ready to lend them 
my afliſtance. | 


The 
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The kingdom is a peninſula, terminated to 
the north-eaſt by a ridge of mountains, thirty: 
miles high, which are altogether impaſlable, by 
reaſon of the volcanoes upon the tops: neither 
do the moſt learned know what fort of mortals 
inhabit beyond thoſe mountains, or whether 
they be inhabited at all. On the three other 
ſides it is bounded by the ocean. There is not 
one ſea- port in the whole kingdom, and thoſe 
parts of the coaſts into which the, rivers iſſue, 
are ſo full of pointed rocks, and the ſea gene- 
rally ſo rough, that there is no venturing with 
the ſmalleſt of their. boats; ſo that. theſe people 
are wholly excluded from any commerce with 
the reſt of the world. But the large rivers are 
full of veſſels, and abound with excellent fiſh; 
for they ſeldom get any from the ſea, becauſe 
the ſea-fiſh are of the ſame ſize with thoſe in 
Europe, and conſequently not: worth catching; 
whereby it is manifeſt, that nature, in the pro- 
duction of plants and animals of ſo extraordinary 
a bulk, is wholly confined to this continent, of 
which I leave the reaſons to be determined by 
philoſophers. However, now and then they 
take a whale, that happens to be daſhed againſt 
the rocks, which the common people feed on 
heartily, Theſe whales I have known ſo large, 
that a man could hardly carry one upon | his 
ſhoulders ; and ſometimes for curioſity they are 

Ff 2 brought 
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brought in hampers to Lorbralgrud : I ſaw one 
of them in a diſh at the King's table, which 
paſſed for a rarity, but J did not obſerve he was 
fond of it; for I think indeed the bigneſs dif- 
guſted him, although I have ſeen one ſome what 
G 175 in Greenland. 


The country is well inhabited, for it contains 
fifty one cities, near an hundred walled towns, 
and a great number of villages. To ſatisfy my 
curious reader, it may be ſufficient to deſcribe 
Lorbrulgrud. This city ſtands upon almoſt two 
equal parts on each fide the river that paſſes ' 
through. It contains above eighty thouſand 
houſes, and about fix hundred thouſand inha- 
bitants. It is in length three g/omg/ungs (which 
make about fifty-four Engliſh miles) and two 
in breadth, as I meaſured it myſelf in the royal 
map made by the King's order, which was laid 
on the ground on purpoſe for me, and extended 
an hundred feet; I placed the diameter and cir- 
cumference ſeveral times bare foot, and com- 
puting by the ſcale, meaſured it pretty exactly. 


The King's palace is no regular edifice, but 
an heap of building about ſeven miles round: 
the chief rooms are generally two hundred and 
forty feet high, and broad and long in propor- 
tion, A coach was allowed to Glumdalclitch 
3 and 
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and me, wherein her governeſs frequently took 


her out to ſee the town, or go among the ſhops; 
and I was always of the party, carried in ay 


box; although thegich; at my om dere, would 


often take me out, and hold me in her hand. 
that I might more conveniently view the houſes 
and the people, as we paſſed along the ſtrerts. 
I reckoned our coach to be about the ſquane of 
Weſtminſter · hall, but not altogether ſo high t 


however, I cannot be very exact. One day che 


governeſs ordered our coachman to ſtop at ſeveral 
ſhops, where the beggars, watching their op- 
portunity, crowded to the ſides of the coach, 
and gave me the moſt hotrible ſpectacle that 
ever an European eye heheld. There was a 
woman with a cancer in her bteaſt, ſwelled to 
a moſt monſtrous ſize, full of holes, in two or 
three of which I could have eaſily orept, and 
covered my whole body. There was a fellow 
with a wen in his neck -larger than five wool- 
packs, and another with a couple of wooden 


legs, each about twenty feet high. . But the moſt 


hateful fight of all was the lice crawling” on 
their cloaths. I could fee diſtinctly the limbs 
of theſe vermin with my naked eye, much bet- 
ter than thoſe of an European louſe through a 
microſcope, and their ſnouts with which they 
rooted like ſwine. They were the firſt I had 
ever beheld, and IT ſhould have been curious

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enough to diſſect one of them, if I had had 
proper inſtruments (which I unluckily left be- 
hind me in the. ſhip) although indeed the ſight

--Beſides — dargi box i in which 1 was uſually 
eral, the Queen ordered a ſmaller one to be 
made for me of about twelve feet ſquare, and 
ten high, for the convenience of travelling, be- 
cauſe. the other was ſomewhat too large for 
Glumdalclitch's lap, and cumberſome in the 
coach: it was made by the ſame artiſt, whom 
I directed in the whole contrivance. This tra- 
velling- cloſet was an exact ſquare with a win 
dow in the middle of three of the ſquares, and 
each window was latticed with iron wire on the 
outſide, to prevent accidenis in long journeys. 
On the fourth ſide, which had no window, two 
ſtrong ſtaples were fixed, through which the 
perſon that carried me, when I had a mind to be 
on horſeback, put a leathern belt, and buckled 
it about his waiſt. This was always the office 
of ſome grave truſty ſervant in whom I could 
confide, whether I attended the King and Queen 
in their progreſſes, or were diſpoſed to ſee the 
gatdens, or pay a viſit to ſome great lady or 
miniſter of ſtate in the court, when Glumdal- 
-elitch happrage to be out of order: for 1 ſoon 
| began 
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began to be known and eſteemed among the 

reateſt officers, I ſuppoſe more upon account 
of their Majeſty's favour than any merit of my 
oon. In journeys, when 1 was weary of the 

coach, a ſervant on horſeback would buckle on 
my box, and place it upon a cuſhion before 
him; and there I had a full proſpect of the 
country on three ſides from my three windows. 
I had in this cloſet a field- bed, and a hammock 
hung from the ceiling, two chairs and a table, 
neatly ſcrewed to the floor, to prevent being 
toſſed about by the agitation of the horſe or the 
coach. And having been long uſed to ſea voy- 
ages, thoſe motions, although ſometimes very 
violent, did not much diſcompoſe nme. 


Whenever I had a mind to ſee the town, it 
was always in my travelling- cloſet, which Glum- 
dalclitch held in her lap in a kind of open ſedan; 
after the faſhion of the country, borne. by four 
men, and attended by two others in the Qaeen's 
livery. The people, who had often heard. of 
me were very curious to croud about the ſedan, 
and the girl was complaiſant enough to make 
the bearers ſtop, and to take me in her hand, 
that I might be more conveniently ſeen.; 
I was very deſirous to ſee the chief temple, 
| and particularly the tower belonging to it, which

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ts reckoned the higheſt in the kingdom. Ac- 
dordingly one day my nurſe carried me thither, 
but 1 may truly ſay I came back difappointed; 
for the height is not above three thouſand feet, 
feckoning from the ground to the higheſt pin- 
nacle top; which, allowing for the difference 
between the fize of thoſe people and us in Eu- 
rope, is ao great matter for admitation, not at 
all equal in proportion (if J rightly remember) 
to Saliſbuty ſteeple. But, not to detract from 
à nation to which during my life I ſhall acknow- 
ledge myſelf extremely obliged, it muſt be 
allowed that whatever this famous tower wants 
in height is amply made up in beauty and 
ſtrength. For the walls ate near an hundred 
feet thick, built of hewn ſtone, whereof each 
js about fotty fe „and -advrned or all 
fides with ſtatues of Gods and Emperors, eut 
in marble larger than the life, placed in thei? 
ſeveral niches. I meaſured a little finger which 
| had fallen down from one of theſe ſtatues, and 
lay unperceived among ſome rubbiſh, and found 
it exactly four feet and an inch in length. Glum- 
dalclitch wrapped it up in her handkerchief; 
and cartied it home in het pocket to keep among 
other trinkets, of which the girl was very fond,

was down, the hail-ſtones gave me ſuch cruel

1 deſcribed that extraordinary | 
care always taken of their education in arts and

court of judicature, from whence there could be 
no appeal; and to be champions always ready 
for the defence of their prince and country, by 
their valour, conduct, and fidelity. That theſe

buſineſs it is to take care of religion, and of 
thoſe who inſtruct the people therein. Theſe 
were ſearched, and ſought out through the whole 
nation, by the prince and the wiſeſt counlellors 
among ſuch of the prieſthood, as were moſt de- 
ſervedly diſtinguiſhed by the ſanctity of theit 
lives, and the depth of their erudition, who 
were indeed the ſpiritual fathers of the Vie'gh 
and: the people. 
That the other part ＋ the parliament: con- 
ſiſted of an aſſembly called the houſe of com-

| Time into a Flood of Tears, as if ſhe had ſome 
Foreboding of what was to happen.

the Clefts. Be that as it will, I found myſelf 
ſuddenly awaked with a violent Pull upon the 
Ring which was faſtened at the Top of my Box, 
for the Conveniency of Carriage, I felt my Box 
- raiſed very high in the Ait, and then born for- 
ward with prodigious Speed. The firſt Jolt had 
like to have ſhaken me out of my Hammock, 
but afterwards the Motion was eaſy enough. I 
| called out. ſeveral: Times, as loud as I could. 
_ raiſe my Voice, but all to nb Putpoſe. I look- 
ed towards my Windows, and could ſee nothing 
but the Clouds and Sky. I heard a Noiſe over 
my Head like the Clapping of Wings, and then 
began to perceiye the woful Condition I was in, 
that ſome Eagle had got the Ring of my Box 
in his Beak, with an Intent to let it fall on a 
Rock like a Tortoiſe in a Shell, and then pick 
out my Body, and devour it. For the Sagacity 
and Smell of this Bird enabled him to diſcover

neſs that I almoſt loſt my Breath. My Fall was 
ſtopped by a terrible Squaſh, that ſounded louder 
to my Ears than the Cataract of Niagara; after 
which I was quite in the Dark for another Mi- 
nate, and then my Box began to. riſe ſo high 
that I could ſee Light from the Tops of the 
Windows. I now perceived that I was fallen 
into the Sea. My Box, by the Weight of my 
Body, the Goods that were in, and the broad 
Plates of Iron fixed for Strength at the four 
Corners of the Top and Bottom, floated above 
| five Feet deep in Water. I did then, and do 
now ſuppoſe, that the Eagle which flew away 
with my Box, was purſued: by two or three 
others, and forced to let me drop while he was 
defending himſelf againſt the reſt, who hoped 
to ſhare in the Prey.

Every Joint of it was well 
grooved ; and the Door did not move on Hinges, 
but up and down like a Saſh, which; kept my 
Cloſet ſo tight that very little Water came in. I

having firſt ventured to draw back the Slip- 
board on the Roof already mentioned, contrived: 
on par} ofe to let in Air, for want of 1 I 

myſelf almoſt ſtifled. 
How often did I then wiſh myſelf: with my 
dear Glumdalclitch, from whom one fingle Hour 
bad ſo far divided me! And Ir may ſay, with 
Truth, that in the midſt of my on Misfor- 
tunes I could not -forbear Jamenting my poor 
Nurſe, the Grief ſhe would ſuffer for my Loſs, 
the Diſpleaſure of the Queen, and the Ruin of 
ber Fortune. Perhaps many Travellers have 
not been under greater Difficulties and Diſtteſs 
than F was at this Junctute, expecting every 
Moment to ſee my Box daſhed in Pieces, or at 
leaſt overſet by the firſt violent Blaſt, or a riſing 
Wave. A Breach in one ſingle Pane of Glaſs 
would have been immediate Death: Nor could 
any Thing have preſerved the Windows hut the 
ſtrong Laitice- wires placed on the Outſide a- 
gainſt Accidents in Travelling. . I ſaw the Wa- 
ter ooze in at ſeveral Crannies, although the 
Leaks were not conſiderable, and I endeavoured 
to flop them as well as I could. I was not able 
to lift up the Roof of my Cloſet, which other- 
wiſe 1 certainly ſhould have done, and ſat on 
the Top of it, where I might, at leaſt, preſetve | 
8 ſome Hours longer wan by being ſhut 
a up,

eſcaped theſe Dangers for a Day or two, what 
could I expect but a miſerable Death of Cold 
and Hunger! I was four Hours under theſe 
Circumſtances, expecting, and indeed wiſhing 
every Moment to be my laſt. 

T have already told the Reader, that there 
were two ſtrong Staples fixed upon that- fide of 
my Box which had no Window, and into which 


the Servant who uſed to carry me on Horſeback 
would put a Leathern Belt, and buckle it about 


his Waſte, Being in this diſconſolate State, I 


heard or at leaſt thought I heard ſome Kind of 


grating Noiſe on that Side of my Box where 
the Staples were fixed, and ſoon after I began 
to fancy that the Box was pulled or towed along 
in the Sea; for I now and then felt a Sort of 
Tugging, which made the Waves "riſe near 
the Tops of my Windows, leaving me almoſt 
in the Dark.

I 
anſwered, that was needleſs, and would take 
up too much Time, for there was no more to he 
done, but let one of the Crew put his Finge:

a fine Hammock, an handſome Field-bed, two 
Chairs, a Table and a Cabinet. That my Clo» 
ſet was hung on all Sides, or rather quilted, with 
Silk and Cotton: That, if he would let one of 
the Crew, bring my Cloſet into his Cabin, 1 
would open it there before him, and ſhew him 
my. Goods, The Captain, hearing me utter 
theſe Abſurdities, concluded I was raving: Ho- 
ever (I ſuppoſe to pacify me) he promiſed to 
give Order, as I deſired, and going upon Deck, 
ſent ſome of his Men down into my: Cloſet, from 
whence (as I afterwards found) they drew up 
all my Goods, and ſtripped off the Quilting; 
but the Chairs, Cabinet, and Bedſtead, being 
ſerewed to the Floor, were much damaged hy 
the Ignorance of the Sea-men, who tore them 
up by Force.

I anſwered, it was very 
true; and I- wondered how I could forbear, 
when I ſaw his Diſhes of the Size of a Silver 
Three-pence, a Leg of Pork hardly a Mouth- 
ful, a Cup not ſo big as a Nut-ſhell; and ſo I 
went on, deſcribing the reſt of his Houſhold 
Stuff and ' Proviſions, after the ſame Manner. 

For although the Queen had ordered a little 
Equipage of all Things neceſſary while I was 
in her Service, yet my Ideas were wholly taken 
up with what I ſaw on every Side of me, and 
l vinked at my own Littleneſs, as People do at 
their own Faults. The Captain underſtood my 
Raillery very well, and merrily replied with the 
old Engliſh Proverb, that he doubted mine Eyes 
8 were bigger than my Belly, for he did not ob- 
ſerve my Stomach fo good, although I had faſted 
all Day; and, continuing in his Mirth, pro- 
teſted he would gladly have given an hundred 
Pounds to have ſeen my Cloſet in the Eagle's 


3 Bill, and afterwards in its Fall from ſo great a 


ene into the Sea; which would certainly 
have been a moſt aſtoniſhing Object, worthy to 
have the Deſcription of it tranſmitted to future 
Ages: And the Compariſon of Phaeton was ſo 
obvious, that he could not forbear applying it, 
although I did not much admire the Conceit.

. But meeting a Trade Wind two Days 
After I came on Board him, we ſailed South- 
ward a long Time, and Coaſting New Holland, 


5 t our Courſe Weſt-ſouth-weſt, and then 
Loath- ſouth-weſt, till we doubled the Cape of 
Good Hope. Our Voyage was very proſperous, - 
but I ſhall not trouble the Reader with a Jurte 


of it. The Captain called in at one or two 
Ports, and tent in in his Long- boat for Proviſions 
and freſh Water, but I never went out of the 
Ship till we came into the Downs, which was N 
on the third Day of Juen, 1706, about nine

Goods in Security for Payment of my Freight; 
but the Captain proteſted he would not receive 
one Farthing. We took kind Leave of each iſ 
other, and I made him promile he would come 
fo fee me at my Houle in Rediiff. I hired a 
Horſe and Guide for five Shillings, w which Il 
borrowed of the Captain, ; | 
As I was on the Road, obſerving the Little-W 
heſs of the Houſes, the Trees, the Cattle, and 
the People, I began to think myſelf i in Lilliput i 
1 was afraid of trampling on every Traveller | 
met, and often called aloud to have them Rand 
out of the Way, ſo that T had like to have got 


ten one or two broken Heads for my Tmper: 


tinence. |

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When I came to my own Houle, tor which 1 


was forced to enquire, one of the Servants open- 


ing the Door, I bent. down to go in (like a 
Gooſe under a Gate) for fear of ſtriking my 
Head. My Wife ran out to embrace me, but 
I ſtooped lower than her Knees, thinking ſhe 
could otherwiſe never be able to reach my 
Mouth. My Daughter kneeled to aſk me Bleſ- 
ling, but I could not ſee her till ſhe aroſe, hav- 
ing been ſo long uſed to ſtand with my Head and 
Eyes erect, to above ſixty Feet; and then I 
went to take her up with one Hand, by the 
Waiſt. I looked down upon the Servants, and 
one or two Friends who were in the Houſe, as 
if they had been Pigmies, and I a Giant, I 
told my Wife ſhe had been too thrifty, for I 
found ſhe had ſtarved herſelf and her Daughter 
to nothing. In ſhort I behaved myſelf fo un- 
accountably, that they were all of the Captain's 
Opinion when he firſt ſaw me, and concluded 
I had loſt my Wits. This I mention as an In- 
ſtance of the great Power of Habit and Prejudice, 
In a little Time, I and my Family and Friends 
came to a right Underſtanding, and my Wife 
proteſted I ſhould never go to Sea any more.
